Cleanup and repairs continued to­ 
day after Monday’s severe electric­ 
al storm that left a trail of dam ­ 
aged 
homes 
and 
buildings, 
up­ 
rooted trees, broken utility lines 
and washed out gardens in several 
communities in E astern Columbi­ 
ana County. 
The dam age was m oderate, con­ 
sidering the heavy rain and high 
winds that lashed the district in 
the brief mid-afternoon storm. 
Lightning struck several build­ 
ings, although there were no fires. 
TV antennas were blown down 
and porch awnings ripped. Power 
service was interrupted in several 
areas as the* battering s t o r m 
moved into the E ast Liverpool dis­ 
trict after cutting a swath from 
Lisbon. 
Winds were estim ated at 40 to 50 
m iles an hour at times with gusts 
# of higher velocity. The d e l u g e 
dropped tem peratures s h a r p l y 
from a sultry 90 and the black skies 
resulted in streets lights going on 
autom atically.

8 reported 0.51 inch of 
rain in the brief period of 3:15 
to 4:07 p. rn. when the s t o r m 
roared eastward out of the Ohio 
Valley.

The m ercury fell from IO to 15 
degrees within half an hour and 
some rural sections had hail. Tree 
limbs littered outlying streets and 
several fell across roads and high­ 
ways in communities between Lis­ 
bon and E ast Liverpool in the Ches- 
ter-Newell district. 
City firemen said lightning hit 
the home of U. L. Thorn, 729 
Avondale St., at 3:25 and at 3:40j 
a bolt hit a transform er on a pole 
outside of the home of Deane Talk- 
ington, 1849 Pennsylvania Ave. 
The charge followed the line in 
the house to an electric stove. Fire­ 
m en disconnected the stove. 
A bolt hit the s o u th e d cornice 
of the seven-story Crook Furniture 
Co. building on E. 5th St. about 4, 
showering the pavement and Crook 
Alley with bricks. 
Store employes roped off t h e 
street until firemen removed 25 
loose bricks from the roof. Pedes­ 
trians had scurried to shelter from 
the rain and no one was hurt.

President Profited 


CHICAGO IP—The Democratic 
national chairm an says President 
Eisenhower personally ordered the 
aw ard of a contract to a syndicate 
in which one of the President’s 
“ closest friends” has an interest. 
Stephen A. Mitchell, in a debate 
yesterday with Republican Nation­ 
al Chairman Leonard W. Hall, as­ 
serted the President issued a per- 
jsonal order on awarding the con­ 
tract to supply electricity to an 
atomic installation despite protests 
of both the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and the TVA, and without 
competitive bidding. 
Hall in his turn in the debate 
said he believed “ that the Ameri­ 
can people will rise up and con­ 
demn such an unwarranted at­ 
tack.” 
In Washington Jam es C. Hager- 
ty. White House press secretary, 
said he had no comment on Mitch­ 
ell’s allegation. 
Mitchell, in the debate before a 
section of the American Bar Assn’s 
annual meeting, said the Senate 
subcommittee on monopoly asked 
for funds to investigate the situa­ 
tion but that “ the Republican lead­ 
ership through Sen. Jenner (R-Ind) 
bottled up the request so they can't 
get a dim e.” 
“ Here is something that really 
needs investigating,” he said. 
He later emphasized to news­ 
men that his rem arks on the need 
for an investigation did not direct- 1 
ly refer to the President’s alleged 
role in the incident. 
He said the contract involved 
w?as for providing electrical power 
for the atomic energy plant at 
Paducah, Ky., and was 90 million 
dollars higher than that offered 
by a rival syndicate and was 140 
million dollars more than the TVA

A Russian spy in Japan named Yuri Rast- 
vorov, it has been announced, double-crossed 
his employer last January and at present is 
being given political asylum in the United 
9tates. 
Since last January, he has told everything 
he knows, according to the official account. 
This offset part of the dam age done by another 
spy, Otto John, who recently double - crossed 
West Germany and fled to E ast Germany, 
where he also is telling everything he knows. 


Things are lively in the spy m arket right 
now. 
Rastvorov made his decision to sever his 
connection with the Kremlin’s spy system when 
he received orders to return to Moscow from 
Tokyo, where it was his job to do everything 
in his power to hurt Japan and the United 
States. In the Russian spy hierarchy, he had 
been one of Lavrenti Beria’s operatives. He 
feared the new gang in control of Russia would 
kill him if they got their hands on him. So he 
surrendered to the United States. 


It is not easy to know wnat to make of these 
double-crossers who betray one country, then 
when they get weary of that or scared of their 
lives betray some other country. But it is easy 
• to know why they should not be taken for 
granted when they declare -they have been 
converted. 
They have made careers of deception. The 
truth is not in them. They are for sale to 
the best bidder. If they become true converts 
—and some of them apparently do—they still 
m ust bear on their records the infamy of their 
form er willingness to betray their fellow men. 
Last April, a Soviet* embassy secretary who 
had been ordered back to Moscow from his 
post in Australia turned himself over to the 
Australian police. He was praised extravagant­ 
ly for his decision to stay outside the Iron 
Curtain. But a few days ago the Australian 
prim e m inister was challenged by the political 
opposition to deny that the "convert” had been 
paid five thousand pounds for documents that 
he had stolen from the Soviet Em bassy. 
One can only wonder how much some of the 
other converts to the freedom bloc anay have 
received in ready cash, including the fees they 
receive for testifying against their form er as­ 
sociates. 


The Label Of Freedom 


In the two-week assembly of the World Coun­ 
cil of Churches of Evanston, every difference 
of opinion and belief held by delegates from 
more than 50 countries will be aired 
Since this is the only assembly of the World 
Council likely to lie held in the United States 
in this century, its significance needs to be 
grasped even by persons not identified directly 
with the 160 denominations represented. The 
World Council is a m ajor force in the showdown 
between human brings who subscribe to Chris­ 
tianity and those who reject the Christian creed. 
It was organized in Amsterdam six years ago. 
This is its second meeting. 
The second meeting, like the first, will be 
noteworthy for its freedom of discussion. It 
will test a basic proposition in Christian liv­ 
ing—that men of good will can live together 
peaceably and respect one another for their 
differences as well as their likenesses. Within 
the World Council itself there are some who 
would prefer to cast all men in the same mold, 
but they are not in the ascendancy. That would 
not be consistent with Christian precept or 
practice. Uniformity is the tell-take tradem ark 
of the totalitarian. The label of freedom has 
as many designs as the free men who proudly 
wear it. 


No Vacation For The Mind 


In due time. Congress will resolve its con­ 
fusion and thousands of Washingtonians can go 
away on their annual vacations. Among these 
w'ill be President Eisenhower and the mem­ 
bers of his official family. 
The President intends to go to Colorado. It 
is not where he goes, however, but the idea of 
his going that is important under the circum ­ 
stances. There has come to be a habit among 
presidential critics of carping at the occupant 
of the White House for not spending all his time 
at his desk in Washington. 
Nothing could be a more unrealistic approach 
to the realities of executive responsibility than 
this. There is no vacation for the mind when 
a president of the United States leaves Wash­ 
ington. There is only a change of locale for a 
human body being subjected to the m o s t 
rigorous ordeal ever divised to wear down the 
health of an individual. Only the most thought­ 
less critic would try to make it appear that a 
president of the United Stales can leave his 
responsibility behind hun by moving from one 
place to another. 
Since there are critics who are expected to 
chide President Eisenhower for not staying at 
his desk continuously this year, although they 
themselves would not think of staying at theirs 
for more than a few hours a day, their crit­ 
icism can be disregarded in advance. The Amer­ 
ican people want their chief executive to give 
himself every possible m eans of thinking clear­ 
ly. free from tile distractions of fatigue and 
weariness. 


Father Will Survive Troubled Tiroes 


The 80th birthday of Herbert 
Hoover reminded me of a sim ilar 
occasion when Bertrand Russell, 
having at long last achieved m atur­ 
ity 
at« f o u r 
s c o r e years, 
commented on 
t h e biological 
a s p e c t s 
of 
l a t h e rbood. 
Bertrand Rus­ 
sell, 
as 
you 
m ay recall, is 
a 
m athem ati­ 
cian 
of note 
who 
also 
in- 
f*ew«ge NokoUky 
forests 
h i ru­ 
se lf in philosophy and politics. He 
said. on the occasion of his 80th 
birthday: 
"The father, the family, and the 
clan are all being replaced by the 
State, which is the residuary lega­ 
tee of these antiquated authorities. 
I will not pretend to welcome this 
change. I am not in love with the 
State. And a society in which the 
State rules unchecked is likely to 
be drab, uniform, and bellicose. 
"At any rate it will be bellicose 
until such time as there is a single 
dom inant world state. But whether 
for good or ill, the tendencies of 
which I have been speaking seem 
quite irresistible unless, as a re­ 
sult of war. 
modern 
industrial 
methods collapse and the world 
returns to a more primitive econ­ 
omy. . 


THIS GLOOMY outlook on our | 
society represents 
the 
views 
of 
m any who believe that we have 
nearly lost the fight. It is an un­ 
ha ppy point of view based upon 
nothing more than the diplomatic j 
and m ilitary victories of the So- I 
viet Universal State. Yet even in 
Soviet Russia, the family system 
continues; children do love and 
respect their parents, and homes 
are not state institutions. 
Russell made this point, too: 
"I incline to think that the weak­ 
ening of the biological aspects of 
society is likely to prove a perm a­ 
nent feature of the modern world. 
The strength of the family in the 
past d e p e n d s very largely upon 
the insecurity of children whose 
parents were not in a position to 
protect them. In the modern world, 
the State increasingly takes over 
the duties that formerly belonged 
to the father. The mother still has 
her place, but the father is be­ 
coming a shadowy figure.” 


IT IS SOMETHING for congrat­ 
ulations that mothers still have a 
place in the family and in our 
society, but papa has passed out 
of the picture except as a biologi­ 
cal progenitor. 


This pessimistic outlook is un­ 
doubtedly 
an 
overemphasis 
on 
science and too little on religion; 
too much of relating man to the 
rhesus monkey and leo little with 
God in whose image he was creat­ 
ed. 
Science does have a way of m ak­ 
ing one pessimistic, as, for Ex­ 
ample. the c e rta in ty that the world 
will come to an end because of the 
hydrogen bomb which is not un­ 
like the 
hysteria 
preceding 
the 
year 1000 that upon the advent of 
that date the world would term in­ 
ate its course. 
Nothing untoward happened at 
that time and the p ro bability is 
that the human race will some­ 
how m arch through the forthcom­ 
ing centuries wondering why we 
mid-twentieth century barbarians 
were so frightened. 
I wonder what Russell m eans 
when he says that the State is 
taking over the duties of the father. 
In most countries, the father is still 
expected to support his children 
I out of his earnings, the State only 
earin'! for those who are parent- 
{ less, which we do here out of pn- 
, vale charity. 
In most countries, the father and 
not the State sits at the head of 
the table and sees to it that chil­ 
dren comport themselves accord­ 
ing to the mores of each particular 
race. 
Papa buys baby’s shoes even in 


j Soviet Russia and in Red China; if 
the State were to buy the shoes, 
so much politics would be involved 
that everybody would prefer to go 
j barefoot except those who belong 
to the controlling party. 


SOONER OR LATER a congres- 
: sional committee would investigate 
the corruption of shoes and another 
committee w’ould be appointed to 
discover why the first committee 
went into the question of shoes. 
Papa does it all with greater sim­ 
plicity and without filling out my- 
j nads of forms. 
It would seem that the State is 
being taken too seriously, as Her­ 
bert Spencer foresaw that it would 
be. 
That worthy institution is only 
as effective as any people let it 
I be and while it is true that revolu­ 
tions are very hard to m ake these 
days, unless they are stim ulated 
and supported by the G reat Pow­ 
ers. human beings find out, sooner 
or later, how to resist tyranny, 
particularly when 
it affects 
the 
family which is the most persist­ 
ent of human institutions. 
My guess would be that papa 
w’ill somehow survive t h e s e trou­ 
bled times.

Otto 
John’s disappearance — if we take 
for granted the effectiveness of So­ 
viet hypnotic drugs and brainwash­ 
ing techniques — endangers every 
GI kid in Europe. 
Otto John not only knew where 
our 
underground 
spy 
apparatus 
was planted in Soviet territory, he 
also knew the secrets of all our 
bases and the distribution of atom ­ 
ic cannon and atom bomb carry­ 
ing planes and the runways on 
which they perch right now’, nat- j 
urally aimed at Moscow should the 
signal come for retaliatory raids, j 
So those bases are the ones the 
Russians will try to hit first. 


AS IMPORTANT as all this is, 
it does not outweigh the fact that 
disappearance of Otto John should 
be an alert to the Western world. 
Tragically, it hasn’t been. Because, | 
if the Russians dared to kidnap 
Otto John — they are preparing for 
new trans - European m aneuvers 
of

im portance. 
Otherwise 
they 
would 
not 
have 
chanced \ 
snatching so powerful a figure out i 
of the Western world. 
I believe Otto John was kidnaped. 
I believe he was drugged and 
brainwashed. I believe that sooner 
or later he will be reported dead as 
a "despondent suicide" or from 
some heart ailment. 
I was the first, and I think the 
only American newsman, to tell 
the U.S. of Otto John and the work 
of his "Office For Protection of the 
Constitution." the German Repub­ 
lic's FBI and a central depot for 
British - U.S. - German counter in­ 
telligence. That was about a year 
ago. Since then I have watched 
his work closely. 
I was in Berlin last month when 
he and his aides were there. I was 
briefed on his work in anticipa­ 
tion of meeting him. 


UP UNTIL the v ery minute he 
disappeared into the Soviet sector. 
Otto Jphn was brutalizing the So­ 


viets and their agents. He knew of 
explosions inside the Eastern zone. 
He knew of food 
poisoning 
at­ 
tem pts. 
He knew of successful Wrest Ger­ 
m an 
efforts 
to 
defect 
Russian 
troops and of our underground cells 
which have brought over thousands 
of Communist police officials. He 
had made contact with scores of 
Soviet intelligence and secret po­ 
lice agents — who finally came 
over to our side. 
This was hurting the Russians 
badly. Yet he never betrayed our 
side. Nor was he despondent, as 
was reported by so m any corre­ 
spondents who had not seen him 
in a long time, or who had never 
seen him. Otto John was with many 
friends 
that 
week 
in 
Berlin— 
w hich was virtually a week of dem­ 
onstrations for world democracy. 
The fact that the Russians could 
snatch the J. Edgar Hoover or the 
Allen Dulles of Germ any m eans 
that the MVD plotted this one for 
a very long time. They would have 
to, to fool Otto John. 
But he will not have been tor­ 
tured in vain if his tra g e d y alerts 
America and makes us in the U.S. 
realize that this kind of cloak-and- 
dagger operation is the Soviets’ 
secret weapon. 
„ I am concerned with the use of 
labor py this cloak-and-dagger sec­ 
tion of the Soviet government. 


THE SAME APPARATUS which 
plotted the snatch of Otto John.

not so long ago used m em bers of

stallations and m ilitary depots. 
In England we are being spied 
on by m em bers of the electrical 
workers union. 
In France Commie m em bers of 
the CGT are in the heart of some 
of our vital installations and are 
actually handling our most stra­ 
tegic m ateriel. 
In Germ any they’re on railroads 
and in metal plants and control 
the workers at the Opel Auto fac­ 
tory. a General Motors subsidiary 
w’hich m ay be called on to make 
tanks if Germ any gets an a rm y . 
In Italy their longshoremen, their 
ship workers and a score of other 
CGIL union m em bers spy on our 
NATO naval operations and mili­ 
tary equipment.

Various senators are discussing 
information that has just come to 
light which may make "m oot" — 
the legal term for irrelevant — any 
censure action on all those charges 
against Sen. McCarthy relating to 
occurrences prior to January, 1953, 
now before a special Senate com­ 
mittee of six m embers. Three de­ 
velopments have occurred; 
1. Revelation that the Senate sub­ 
committee on privileges and elec­ 
tions in its report at the end of 
the 82nd Congress, formally agreed 
that a number of the charges be­ 
fore it had become "m oot” by rea­ 
son of the 1952 election in Wiscon­ 
sin. 
2. Publication by the Washington 
Evening Star of a copyrighted ar­ 
ticle stating that agents of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Bureau, after an 
eighteen-month investigation, have 
found nothing fraudulent in the in­ 
come tax returns of the Wisconsin 
senator. 
3. Evidence supporting in effect 
a statem ent in May 1954 by the 
Wisconsin senator saying that it 
is not unlawful to receive confiden­ 
tial information from employes in 
the executive departm ents. 
It develops that although a fed­ 
eral statute prohibits the disclosure 
of confidential information by em­ 
ployes of the executive branch of 
the government and threatens them 
with jail penalties for violation, the 
recipient — whether it be a senator 
or a newspaper — m ay feel justi­ 
fied in publishing the information.

Deputy William Sloan said he saw 
another m an scanning the area 
with binoculars from atop a barn, 
and holding a shotgun in his hand, 
The body of the 17-year-old vic­ 
tim was found last Thursday after 
the girl had left the home of an 
aunt, Mrs. Mary Bond, to pick up 
m ail about a quarter of a mile 
away. She had been dragged from 
her bicycle, beaten, raped and 
stabbed to death. 
The community erupted yester­

Insufficient Votes 
Forces Postponement 


Lacking enough votes to pass 
legislation under suspension 
of 
ru^es. City Council postponed ac­ 
tion Monday night on four ordinan­ 
ces, including one to relocate W. 
4th St. Ext. around the site of the 
new consolidated elementary and 
junior high school in West End. 
The legislation will be deferred 
until the next regular session Sept. 
13, postponed a week because it 
would have fallen on the Labor 
Day holiday. 
Although legislation could not be 
enacted. Council gave informal ap­ 
proval to the W. 4th St. Ext. re 
location. A drawing prepared by 
George S. Bloomgren, consulting 
city engineer, shows the s t r e e t 
will be shifted slightly to the south? 
but will follow the same general 
course as at present. 
A right angle turn where It 
switches north toward W. 8th St. 
will be replaced with a broad arc, 
the biggest change. The street will 
remain at its present width, 40 
feet. Council said. 
The relocation is a compromise 
from earlier plans. The Board of 
Education sought to appropriate a 
strip of private property at th e 
east end of the school site to turn 
over to the city for a street right- 
of-way, but Probate Judge Louis 
Tobin rejected the petition after a 
hearing. 
Council also deferred action on 
legislation authorizing the admin­ 
istration to sell four old police 
cruisers scheduled to be replaced 
with new cars. They are t h r e e 


Pontiacs—a 1950 model and two 
1951’s—and a 1953 Dodge. 
Council also held up action on 
vacating two alleys and new enab­ 
ling legislation for installation of [ 
a sanitary sewer in Hazel Alley.

And for alm ost a y ear now the 
institutional investors have been 
one of the chief supports of the

m arket. 
These 
investors 
handle other people’s m oney—the 
from mg corporate pension funds, 
for instance, or the grow m f total 
of

They have been buying up the 
blue chips — the top-grade stocks 
with the best records of stability 
and the firm est foreseeable fut.fte.

Ohio Will Ask Probe 
Of Big Trucking Firm 
WASHINGTON (Pi—Ohio plans to 
ask the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission (ICO to investigate the 
general operations of the huge 
Kansas City trucking firm, Riss 
& Co., ICC records showed today. 
Ohio already has filed its own 
case against Riss, 
asking that 
Riss truckers be banned from its 
highways as “willful’* traffic law 
and truck regulation violators. 
The state’s public utilities com­ 
mission has cited for the ICC 94 
traffic arrests of Riss drivers over I 
a nine-month period, and 376 ar-, 
rests on violation of truck regula-1 
tions over a six-month period. 
To this, Riss has replied that it 
has no way of knowing whether | 
these statements are true. In any 
case, it says, there is no indication u 
that any violation was “willful.” 
It says Riss trucks traveled more 
than 22.348,000 miles in Ohio during 
the time periods specified. 
The company also says that to 
disrupt Riss operations in Ohio 
would be against the interests of 
national defense. Riss is a big ex­ 
plosives hauler for the defense de-| 
partment.

700 Chemicals Used 
In Food Production 
PHILADELPHIA (U P»-There’s 
not much chance of a fruit or veg­ 
etable reaching your table these 
days without it being bleached, 
polished, preserved, stiffened, soft­ 
ened or tenderized by some sort of 
chemical, according to Dr. W. E. 
H arrison. 
Dr. Harrisson. director of the La 
Wall and Harrisson Research Lab­ 
oratories, told a meeting of the 
American Chemical Society t h a t 
some 700 chemicals are presently 
used in food production. And he 
said modern methods call for a 
“planned scientific attack f r o m 
the field to the dinner table ” 
But Dr. Harrisson emphasized 
there is little need to worry today 
about crops being sprayed with 
mixtures of arsenic, lead, copper 
and sulphur as was done 50 years 
ago. 
“ In those days we paid little at­ 
tention to s p r a y residues on 
grapes, apples or other crops and 
thus were exposed to chronic or 
even sometimes acute poisoning, 
he said.

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U.N. Demands 
Reds Account 
For Missing 


2*840, Including 
526 Yanks, Feared 
To Be Prisoners 


PANMUNJOM UP — The U. N. 
Command today demanded an ac­ 
counting of 2.840 missing Allied 
soldiers—including 526 Americans 
—named on a “ newly-revised list’* 
of men the Reds are accused of 
holding prisoner. 
R ear Adm. T. B. Brittain told 
the Communists the U N. wants to 
know when the men will be freed if 
they are alive and when t h e i r 
bodies will be returned if they are 
dead. 
The new list, given the Commu­ 
nists at a meeting of the M ilitary 
Arm istice Commission, carries the 
nam es of 526 Americans, 50 from 
other U.N. nations and 2,264 South 
Koreans. 
It includes men whom the Reds 
have adm itted holding in China. 
The Reds insist that all Allied 
w ar prisoners who wanted to re­ 
turn home were repatriated l a s t 
year. 
All of the small group of cap­ 
tives in China are believed to be 
airm en who drifted down in Man­ 
churia after their planes w e r e 
crippled in air battles just south 
of the border. The Reds contend 
they are not war prisoners. 
Brittain said the revised list car­ 
ries the names of POWs “ we are 
convinced were in your hands and 
whom we still consider as n o t 
having been accounted for in 
a 
satisfactory m anner.” 
Brittain said he asked Commu­ 
nist Gen. Lee Sang Cho to tell the 
U. N. Command where the prison­ 
ers are being held and when they 
will be released if they are still 
alive. 
If they are dead, the U. N. dele­ 
gate asked the Communists to give 
the cause of death, place of bur­ 
ial and when their rem ains will be 
returned. 
“ During the recent negotiations 
at Geneva, it was developed that 
certain of the prisoners are being 
held in China.“ Brittain decared. 
Brittain added, “ the families of 
the personnel in this unaccounted 
for category are anxious to reach 
an early and satisfactory 
settle­ 
m ent of this entire problem .” 
The new prisoner list deleted 
from the earlier list names of 418 
Americans, one British soldier and 
146 South Koreans.

Tact, Psychology 
Needed By Bosses 
NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J. < U P )- 
Tact and psychology are replacing 
biceps and a rumbling voice as 
main requirem ents for the modern- 
style boss. 
The key to these qualifications is 
development of new training tech­ 
niques such as role-playing, forced 
leadership and voluntary discus­ 
sion. These techniques stress per­ 
suasion over m ere show of author­ 
ity. 
Thomas Q. Gilson, Rutgers Uni­ 
versity labor - m anagem ent expert, 
said most large firms have aban­ 
doned the “old. idea” of personnel 
being recommended by their su­ 
periors and then coached in their 
new jobs by their predecessors. 
Gilson said present . day train­ 
ing methods are more efficient, 
m ore democratic and more con­ 
ducive of success. 
Role - playing, he said, involves 
acting out by trainees the roles of 
others in a problem situation. The 
acting is spontaneous and gives ob­ 
servers a picture of attitudes and 
reactions under changing condi­ 
tions, he said. 
Forced leadership involves split­ 
ting a group into small sub-groups, 
each assigned a problem to solve 
and report to the entire group. In 
the process a spokesman or “lead­ 
e r” emerges. The process is repeat­ 
ed so everyone gets a chance to be 
a leader. 
In 
voluntary 
discussion, 
case 
studies illustrating application of 
a particular principle are used in 
order to show potential supervisors 
or executives that there m ay be 
many answers to a single given 
problem.
